Rapidly 

All indications, as carried in 11 
Wheat Pool agents’ reports to the 
Advocate, point towards crops of 
the bumper variety if favorable 
weather continues. Following a 
prolonged sbason of lush greenery 
in the countryside, fields arc be¬ 
ginning to turn to autumn colors 
and fall sown crops are now being 
cut and harvested. 

Only point recording moisture 
last week was Brant with .04 
inches and high temperatures rang¬ 
ed from 87 at Shouldice to 95 at 
Travers. Low temperature was 50 
degrees at Shouldice, Milo and 
Peacock. 

A crop not reaching to the top 
strand on the wire fence Is almost 
considered stunted this year and 
viewers 'Claim stands of grain are 
heaviest since 1942. 

Relatively high winds last Fri¬ 
day afternoon caused some lodging 
of crops, particularly barley fields 
but damage was not as severe as 
would have been felt had rain ac¬ 
companied the wind. 

At Herronton some barley may 
be in swath next week. 

At Peacock and Lomond rye is 
being swathed and except for lodg¬ 
ed barley the outlook is good with 
heads filling nicely, providing good

'Teenagers Go Home" 

Today’s teenagers complain a lot about “nothing 
to do” and “no place to go.” Well, Judge Philip B. 
Gilliam of Denver’s Juvenile Court has a suggestion 
for them: 

“Teenager, go home!” 

Gilliam, who in 1963 was voted the nations “out¬ 
standing juvenile court judge” and who has handled 
more than 80,000 delinquency cases, has been giving 
high school graduates in Colorado and Wyoming some 
pointed advice lately. He said: 

“Always we hear the plaintive cry of the teen¬ 
ager: “What can we do? Where can we go?” 

“The answer is, go home!” 

“Hang the storm windows, paint the woodwork. 
Rake the leaves. Mow the lawn. Shovel the walk. 
Wash the car. Learn to cook. Scrub some floors. Re¬ 
pair the sink. Build a boat. Get a job. 

“Help the minister, priest or rabbi, the Red Cross, 
the Salvation Army. Visit the sick. Assist the poor. 
Study your lessons. And then when you are through 
— and not too tired — read a book.” 

Judge Gilliam, 56, and father of four, admits he 
thinks “work is the greatest thing in the world for 
kids.” This theory is based on solid sociological fact: 
the child who has a place in society, especially the 
working child, seldom gets into trouble. 

Gilliam believes it is unfortunate that “today’s 
children are not allowed to work at odd jobs such as 
I had when I was a kid. Most of them get too much, 
too soon. The ones who don’t have enough also don’t 
get a chance at decent jobs.” 

But this is no excuse for the teenage lament that 
there’s “nothing to do,” he adds. Gilliam tells teen¬ 
agers : 

“Your parents do not owe you entertainment. 
Your village does not owe you recreation facilities. 
The world does not owe you a living. 

“But you owe the world something. You owe it 
your time and energy and your talents so that no one 
will be at war or in poverty, or sick, or lonely again. 

“In plain simple words, grow up. Quit being a 
cry-baby. Get out of your dream world and develop 
a backbone, not a wishbone, and start acting like a 
man or lady.” 

Gilliam notes that teenagers who keep begging 
for "benefits” are old enough to take on a few “re¬ 
sponsibilities.” If they’re mature enough to demand 
privileges, he says, they’re mature enough to accept 
some of the responsibilities their parents have been 
carrying for years. 

Most teenagers, Gilliam adds, are good prospec¬ 
tive citizens. “Three percent of our children get into 
trouble, 97 percent don’t,” he points out.
